welfare departments which will be 
known as county departments of pub- 
lic assistance, and nil powers and 
duties heretofore vested -in the de- 
partment of public welfare, headed 
by Rodney H. Brandon. 

Backers of the bills point out the 
desirability of having all functions 
pertaining to certain types of public 
welfare be performed by a single 
agency, instead of by more than one. 
The Barrlngton man has been ac- 
tive in introducing other important 
legislation in the house.

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Shackles Are Waiting 

If the war Hnally ends with a national debt of 
around 350 billion dollars, the Federal budget of the 
future must approximate 20 to 25 billion dollars an- 
nually. At that rate, Federal authorities will control, 
by taxation, something lilte 25 per cent of the national 
income. The people will work a quarter of the time 
for the government. 

The bullc of new war manufacturing plants which 
are now producing war goods are for practical pur- 
poses owned by the government. Although operated 
by private citizens, the government furnished most of 
the money for their construction. In addition, there 
is political pressure for permanent government control 
of the natural resource industries. The future presents 
a grim picture indeed so far as individual liberty i-i 
concerned, if a majority of people in this nation do not 
wake up to the terrifying potentialities of expanding 
government power. 

The country is committed to a huge public debt 
which will absorb a large share of the earnings of ever\- 
worker. The war made that inevitable. We have lost 
what might be called our financial liberty. But we still 
have political liberty. 

Whether that, too, is lost is dependent upon the 
people themselves. If they permit private industries 
to be absorbed by government, and the stage is now set 
for that, the foundation of political liberty will be wiped 
out. 'Without continued private ownership and manage- 
ment of the coal and metal mines, the oil. power and 
transportation industries, together with manufacturing 
enterprises, under a free competitive system, there can 1 
be no real independence, economic or political for the 
ordinary citizen.

A PEOPLE tN DISTRESS 

< LESSON TEXT— Exodui 1:6-I4; 3:23.23. 

GOLDEN TEXT— They cried, nnd their 
Try camo up unto God by reason of the 
bondnKc— Exodufl 2:23. 
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THE 5fA COLUMNISTS ON THE ¥A^M FRONT 
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Today fs Independence Day. Yet 
much of the world Is In bondage, and 
the rest of it In a strugele to pre- 
vent freedom -from perishing from 
the eartii. 

' Our lesson too Is about a nation in 
bondage, 'but wc-Icarn from it that 
there is a way to be free. Even so 
we declare the way of personal lib- 
erty which is open and free. 

The Lord Jesus Christ opened It at 
Calvary's tree and anyone who is 
Btill the bond slave of Satan may 
make this a great and glorious In- 
dependence Day by now declaring 
his faith in the Deliverer of our 
Eouls. 

We begin today a series of lessons 
In the book of Exodus which reveal 
the high and mighty hand of God 
working on behalf of His people. 

The family of Jacob— or, os the 
Bjble calls them, the children of Is- 
rael—prospered in Egypt particular- 
ly as long as Joseph and the rulers 
who remembered him wore alive. 
But they soon learned one of life's 
bitter lessons, that— 

I. Pmpcrtly Is Not Always ft 

BleiBioff (l:6-n). 

v,v*.. The HcBrcws were a peaceful, 

^"^'^isi^ilaw-abiding people. They were God's 

; V, chosen people, and as He blessed 

them they prospered, and thus Inno- 

: cently they brought upon themselves 

;,..v the hatred of the susp-'clous Egyp- 

;fw>tians. 

'W' Prosperity is never an unmixed 
'. blessing. We as a nation know that 
;,to be true. Not only does It lead to 
ft certain softening of the sinews, 
but all too often It results In a 
weakening of the moral fiber, which 
makes man easy prey to the attack 
of the enemy of our souls. 

Is it not strange, then, that we 
should— even In times of all-out war- 
fare—be so eager to chase the dol- 
lar that we are willing to neglect 
our children, forget church, live iw- 
natural lives, just that we may make 
,more and more money? 

The Egyptians had, humanly 
speaking, reason to fear this great 
nation which was growing up In 
their midst. The new rulers did not 
know Joseph and had forgotten the 
spirit in which he had brought his 
family into the land. The leaders 
of the Egyptians therefore made 
plans which appealed to their bril- 
liant leaders' as politic and wise. But 
they reckoned without God, and the 
burdens and aflllctions they placed 
on the Israelites only served to bring 
further blessing. 

So Israel learned- a lesson which 
our present sorry world can profit 
by, that- 

n. Pcrseeatlon It Not Alwftjs ft 
Burden (w. 12-14). 

The people of Israel did not appre- 
ciate it, but the bitterness of their 
bondage was a blessing in disguise. 
Note that— 

1. It Kept Them Separate as a 
People. Afniction often serves to 
keep God's people separated from 
the world. It is doing so today. 

2. It Disciplined Them and Pre- 
pared Them for the Hardships of 
Their Wilderness Journey. We too 
do well to remember that "whom 
the Lord loveth he chasteneth," and 
that if we are properly "exercised" 
thereby, our sorrows may yield rich 
fruit in our lives. 

3. It Threw Them Back upon God. 
Many are the saints of God who 
have found that the fiery trial, the 
burden so hard to understand, or 
some adliction of their body, has 
caused them to bring their burden 
to the Lord. We have traveled far 
on the road of faith when we have 
reached the place where we learn 
that "man*s extremity is God's op- 
portunity." 

They had only one place to turn. 
They were hemmed In on every side, 
but, as ever, they found that the 
way up no man can close. They 
called on their God. 

III. Prayer Always Brings Deliv- 
erance (2:23-25). 

Docs God really know when His 
people sufTcr? Docs He rcnlly care?. 
Yes, He does. "They cried,'* and 
"God hoard" and "remembered." 
That's all we need to know. The 
groaning of His people had already 
stirred God's gracious and tender 
heart. But He waited to hear their 
cry before He answered. Such is 
the law of prayer. May we not for- 
get it. Far too often we turn to 
everyone ond everything else, and 
Anally, in desperation, to God. Why 
not turn to Him first? 

Does God hear and answer pray- 
er? Yes, but remember that real 
prayer is the cry of faith coming 
horn the hear) of an obadlent child.

Second Anniversary 

On the eve nf the second anniver- 
,arv of ihe German invasion oRus- 
sia the Reds called on the .Mhes to 
''n up a second front m the west 
and churned that 6.400.0(30 Nazis nad 
fallen m ocUon uaainst ihum. 

Declarinq that delay in opcnin-^ up 
a second front would only protract 
the war. the Reds said this would 
mean "a colossal increase in vic- 
tims" The Reds also staled that 
they had reinforced their war econ- 
omy with the erection of hundreds 
of new factories behind the lines. 

In addition to Nazi losses in per-

• In * discussing international rela- 
tions, the Reds praised their coali- 
tion with Britain and the United 
States, adding "The Hitlerites aim 
to split this coalition failed.

Seek Stocks 

In an effort to get corn moving to 
processors and rnanufacturers 
Food Administrator Chester DaMs 
named a committee representing al

"'^Produccrs, traders and millers 
were brought together in the com- 
mittee as Davis determined to at- 
tack the problem from all angles 
instead of considering it piece-mcal. 
According to reports, the confer- 
ees were studying a variety of pro- 
posals. chief among which was a 
pian that would limit the feeding | 
of hogs to certain weights, and put 
the 1043 corn crop on an allocation 
basis, assuring processors and 
manufacturers' needs first. 

Other proposals studied included 
the cancellation of ceiling prices on 
corn; subsidizing farmers to release 
their farm stocks, and the requisi- 
lion of terminal elevator supp los 
and allocation of such supplies 
among hard-pressed millmg and 
mixing firms.
